comprises at least one coded tone, 

decoding the at least one coded tone to thereby identify the at least one multimedia object 
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represented by the at least one coded tone; and 

driving the mobile terminal to present the identified at least one multimedia object. 

14. (Currently Amended) A method according to The method of Claim 13, wherein 
receiving audio comprises receiving audio during an exchange of audio communication between 
a primary communication system and the mobile terminal over the audio channel.

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tone representative of the at least one multimedia object presented at the primary communication 
system.

24. (Currently Amended) A com p ut e r program product acc ord in g to The computer 
program product of Claim 23 further comprising: 

a fifth executable portion for receiving configured to receive at least one multimedia 
object at the mobile terminal before the first executable portion receives audio at the mobile 
terminal, the received at least one multimedia object including the identified at least one 
multimedia object. 

25 . (New) The apparatus of Claim 1 , wherein the processing element is configured to 
send the audio to the mobile terminal for output by the mobile terminal, the mobile terminal 
including an audio sensor enabling detection of whether the audio includes the at least one coded 
tone as the mobile terminal outputs the audio. 

26. (New) The apparatus of Claim 7, wherein the controller is configured to receive 
the audio for output by the apparatus, the apparatus further including an audio sensor enabling 
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detection of whether the audio includes the at least one coded tone as the apparatus outputs the 
audio. 

27. (New) The method of Claim 13, wherein receiving audio comprises receiving 
audio for output by the mobile terminal, the mobile terminal including an audio sensor enabling 
detection of whether the audio includes the at least one coded tone as the mobile terminal outputs 
the audio. 

28. (New) The computer program product of Claim 1 3, wherein the first executable 
portion is configured to receive audio for output by the mobile terminal, the mobile terminal 
including an audio sensor enabling detection of whether the audio includes the at least one coded 
tone as the mobile terminal outputs the audio. 
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
